1 . The combination qlf a magnetic flux therapy device and a resilient wrap for a handle of a 
hand held device, comprising: 

a resilient outer l&f&r with an inner surface, a first edge, a second edge, and an

outer surface providing a tackiness so as to inhibit slippage of a user's hand 
relative to a handle; 

a pliable magnetic jljayer with an inner surface, a first edge, a second edge, and 

an outer surface bonded to the inner surface of said resilient outer layer;

a layer consisting d|f a felt layer with an inner surface, a first edge, a second 
edge, and an outet jsurface bonded to the inner surface of said pliable magnetic 
layer; 

a pliable, double-$jded tape layer with an inner surface, a first edge, a second

the four mutually Attached layers form a magnetic strip with a tape adhesive 

inner surface; and ;

said strip being wrapped and adhered about the handle of a hand held device 
with the first edge pf said resilient outer layer overlapping itself enough on 
each successive hfcjidle turn to allow the first edge of said pliable magnetic 
layer to abut against each successive turn layer first edge forming a 
continuous magn<M(ic layer within the resilient grip. 

The Therapeutic rlnlient wrap as defined in claim 1, wherein said strip may also be 
spirally wrapped a$ sut a sleeve said sleeve provides a slip-on resilient grip, which is then 

attached dirlectly to the handle of a hand held device.
